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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed 10/2/2003 is acknowledged by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
3,948,481 (Pollock) discloses a drain plug comprising a threaded tubular body (24), a flared open 
end (27), a plurality of traverse bores (35), a handle (23), and wherein the flared opened end (27) 
is capable of being compressed but lacks a plurality of longitudinal slots as well as a closed end. 
U.S. Pat. No. 3,351,966 (Pelochino) teaches a fastener having a flared open end (4), a threaded 
tubular body (figure 6), a plurality of longitudinal slots (3) and a closed end (2) but lacks traverse 
bores. However, since adding a closed end to Pollock would destroy the invention and fasteners 
and drain plugs are not deemed to be analogous art, there is no motivation to combine Pollock 
with Pelochino to arrive at Applicant's claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
